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THE Queen’s 
grandchildren stood side by 


side last night in the 
ultimate show of respect 


for their beloved “Grannie”. 

Brothers William, 40, and 
Harry, 38, were again united in 
grief — and together in military 
uniform — as they stood beside 
the coffin in Westminster Hall. 

Princesses Beatrice and Eugenie 
earlier paid tribute, thanking the 
Queen for making them laugh and 
for picking heather and raspberries. 

They touchingly added: “It has 
been the honour of our lives to have 
been your granddaughters.” 

Last night’s vigil was the first time 
that a monarch’s grandchildren have 
carried out the ceremonial mark of 
respect. William and Harry led the 
eight, lining up shortly before 6pm. 

As they were given instructions in 
an archway, Harry was heard saying 
something over William’s shoulder 
who appeared to reply with a “yes”. 

After two knocks of a guardsman’s 
staff on the stone floor all eight 
then emerged down the Grand Com- 
mittee staircase — to the surprise of 
well-wishers who had queued for 
hours to view the coffin. 

Sophie Wessex appeared in tears 
as she looked on from a_ balcony 
with Prince Edward. 

Harry walked behind William so 
the formation could break with Wills 
at the head of the coffin and Harry 
at the rear. 

Prince Andrew’s daughters Euge- 
nie, 32, and Beatrice, 34, walked side 
by side in front of the Wessexes’ 
youngsters Lady Louise Windsor, 18, 
and James, Viscount Severn, 14.

Phillips, 44, and Zara Tindall, 41, 
were at the rear. The grandchildren 
paused when they reached the hall 
floor facing the coffin and after 
three knocks by the guardsman they 
walked forward in formation, taking 
their places at 6.03pm. 

Peter Phillips, James and Eugenie 
faced east, with Zara, Louise and 
Beatrice facing west. 

At 6.15pm, public mourners were 
paused and the eight returned to the 
staircase. This time Harry was at 
the rear but the formation was 
based on where they had been 
standing at the coffin. 

As they made their way back up 
the staircase Zara’s right shoe came 
off. She shared a smile with Louise 
before retrieving the heel. 

Minutes later William strode to his 
waiting car. Harry linked arms with 
Zara as they followed. 

Peter Phillips was flanked back to 
his car with Louise and Beatrice. 

In a statement released moments 
before the vigil, Eugenie and Bea- 
trice wrote: “We’ve not been able to 
put into words since you left us all. 

“There have been tears and laugh- 
ter, silences and chatter, hugs and 
loneliness, and a collective loss for 
you, our beloved Queen, our beloved 
Grannie. We, like many, thought 
you’d be here for ever. And we all 
miss you terribly. 

“For now dear Grannie, all we 
want to say is thank you. Thank you 
for making us laugh, for including 
us, for picking heather and raspber- 
ries, for marching soldiers, for our 
teas, for comfort, for joy.” 

The statement added: “Goodbye 
dear Grannie. It has been the hon- 
our of our lives to have been your 


granddaughters and we're so very 
proud of you.” 

Before the vigil King Charles gave 
Harry special dispensation to wear 
his military uniform. 

He wore his Blues and Royals, 
No.l Uniform, KCVO Neck Order 
and Star, Afghanistan Operational 
Service Medal, Golden, Diamond 
and Platinum Jubilee medals and 
Army Pilot Wings. 

William was dressed in his Blues 
and Royals, No.1 Uniform, the Blue 
Riband (Garter Sash), The Garter 
Star, Golden, Diamond and Platinum 
Jubilee medals and RAF Pilot Wings. 

The last time the brothers were 
together in uniform was at The 
Cenotaph on Remembrance Day 2019. 

James wore commemorative med- 
als designed for the Jubilee and 
handed to him by the Queen. 

Sources close to the Royal Family 
said the grandchildren were invited 
by King Charles III to hold their 
own vigil last night. 

They were keen to pay respects 
just as their parents did with such 
poise and honour on Friday evening. 

John Suddes, 48, of Tow Law, Co 
Durham, was in the queue who 
watched the younger royals arrive. 

He said: “It was unbelievable. To 
see them all in there like that all in 
their uniforms was just unreal.” 

Angela Morgan, 75, from Swansea, 
had waited 12 hours to pay her 
respects. She said: “Harry and Wil- 
liam looked crushed, totally over- 
whelmed. It was completely silent. 
Harry deserved to wear his uniform. 
The Queen would have approved.”

THEIR faces etched with 
sorrow, Harry and William 
were united in grief, if 
nothing else. 


Standing guard at the top 
and tail of their beloved 
grandmother’s coffin, the 
brothers performed their 


solemn duty. 

It is right that Harry was allowed 
to take his rightful place and wear 
his military uniform for yesterday’s 
vigil alongside Her Majesty’s coffin 
— but unless their relationship is 
cemented, he will soon be back in 
America. 

If ever there was a time for 
William and Harry to unite, for the 
sake of the future of the monarchy, 
it is now. 

To keep the new Royal Family 
stable, having Harry back in the 
fold would mean when William 
takes the throne it won't be over- 
shadowed by their fall out. 

In the past few days, King 
Charles has had the support of sib- 
lings Anne, Edward and Andrew. 

When King William goes to the 
throne, having his brother’s true 
support — at his side, not hovering 
in America — would be invaluable. 

But is that possible? In the wake 
of the Queen’s death, Harry has 
been catapulted back into the fold 
of the family, and King Charles 
and Prince William have provided 
a gigantic olive branch. 

I think William has behaved with 
enormous decency. Harry is fifth in 
line and has been positioned as 
such. But for stability to be forged 
there has to be compromise from 
both sides, but mostly from Harry. 

When I wrote Harry’s biography 
in 2018, he told me that one of the 
reasons he would remain within 
the Royal Family was because he 
wanted to help William when the 
time came that he was on the 
throne. 

He was very strong about that 
and it stopped him from leaving. 

At the time he was thinking of 
going to Africa to be involved with 
animals that were in danger of 
being extinct. 

But in four years a lot has hap- 
pened. He has attacked his family 
on a public platform and called 
them trapped. For that, surely, he 
needs to apologise before they can 
move forward. 

For Harry to come back, there 
would need to be a lot of compro- 
mise and that’s the one thing he 
doesn’t seem to want to do. 

He would need to change his 
behaviour; agree not to leak con- 
versations with his family and not 
use his title for commercial gain; 
somethin; he did promise the 
Queen that he wouldn't do but 
which has been largely ignored. 

He needs to stop the publication 
of his new book. It has been post- 
poned until next year but if the 
brothers — and King Charles — 
have a chance of a firm future, the 
manuscript needs to go in the bin. 

If Harry won't listen, I can’t see 
it working itself out and _ this 
fantastic opportunity will be lost 
forever. It is now or never. 

To see the Queen’s grandchildren, 
and in particular the two brothers, 
united in their grief at yesterday's 
vigil was deeply moving — William 
at the front, Harry at the back, 
both alone with their thoughts. 

I have no doubt it was difficult 
for them both and required a lot of 
effort because of the _ tension 
between them. 

It was a big step in their rela- 
tionship, but true unity is still a 
long way off. My hope is that these 
past few days will nudge Harry to 
feel he wants to be a real brother 
again, and a part of the family, but 
like any really deep wound it takes 
a lot of time to heal. 

He can’t pop in and fix things in 
five minutes; it is something that 
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will need careful attention and 
of conversation. 

I am told Harry is homesick and 
misses family, friends and _ the 
military, who he is no longer in 
close contact with. 

He likes being with his wife and 
two children in America, but I 
don’t think he actually likes the life 
there. Americans are losing interest 
in them too, because they have 
little else to talk about apart from 

roaning about his family and 
ecturing us on what we should do,

without doing it himself. It doesn’t 
seem to be everything he hoped for. 

Being back home right now could 
touch his heart and make him 
want to be involved again. He may 
be reminiscing and regretting. 

Before his mother died, he and 
William were up in Balmoral. 

She rang for a chat and Harry, 
who was only 12, was playing with 
his cousins and didn’t really want 
to chat so got off the phone quite 
quickly. 

Years later Harry told me that he 


will never forgive himself for that, 
which was so very sad. 

He also left it too late to say 
goodbye to the Queen. I wonder if 
it will give him the same “If only” 
pain, which could be the beginning 
of him changing his views. 

Being at home with his brother 
and cousins, seeing his family’s 
young children, may soften Harry 
and make him realise what he is 
missing over in America. 

For example, at the moment the 
chances of the young cousins see- 
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ing much of each other 
future is small. 

A death can waken a person, and 
Harry may now realise how much 
he has missed the royal life. 

The King and William have done 
everything they could to make him 
feel part of the family again, 
especially allowing him to wear his 
military uniform. 

The last time the brothers 
appeared together in uniform was 
at the 2019 Remembrance Day 
service at the Cenotaph in London. 
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William wore his RAF officer uni- 
form, while Harry wore the British 
Army’s Blues and Royals dress. 
Harry last wore a uniform at the 
Mountbatten Festival of Music on 
March 7, 2020 — Royal Marines 
“mess dress” — in one of his last 
appearances as a working royal. 
After stepping away from royal 
duties he lost his royal patronages 
and military titles — and with them 
the ability to wear ceremonial uni- 
form. I hope this experience will 
make Harry see that his family 


aren't unpleasant but in fact have 


tremendous depth and are very 
loving of one another. 
They have given him the most 


enormous chance and I hope it 
might offer a new start. 

Harry back in the fold could be 
an asset. Back in 2018 when I did 
his biography, he was brilliant 
when he went on engagements, 
especially if people were mentally 
or physically unwell. 

He had his mother’s intuitive gift 
for dealing with people who were 


suffering. Last Saturday, there was 
cheering when he and Meghan got 
out of the car in Windsor with 
William and Catherine. 

He may realise this is his time to 
return to the job he was once 
proud of. 

I was also told that he used to 
be the peacemaker in the family 
and if ever there was an argument, 
he would come in and help sort it 
out with humour and his kindness. 

But I think he has now changed. 
Also, very importantly, I don’t think

Meghan wants to return. She wants 
a global life. The UK seemed much 
too small for her and I don’t think 
it will work if they split their time 
between here and the US.

VIII abdicated, he was _ never 
invited back.

If Harry won’t apologise for the 
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cruel things he’s said it will be 
even sadder. William has been very 
hurt by the attacks on Catherine. 

He has, nonetheless, been 
dignified in inviting Harry to look 
at the flowers that well-wishers 
brought. 

But it would take a lot more for 
him to see today’s rather mixed up 
Harry as a true confidant.

MILLIONS will fall silent 
tonight in memory of the 
Queen, with many taking to 
their doorsteps as they did 
during the pandemic. 

A one-minute silence will 
be marked at 8pm in the 
UK — and the same time 
locally at 280 _ British 
Embassies and High Com- 
missions across the globe. 

The moment of reflection 
will start in Tonga and end 
21 hours later on the Pit- 
cairn Islands, home to just 
47 people and where a bell 
will be rung in honour of 
Her Majesty.

OF all the wonderful 
accolades to have emerged 
this past week, news that 
the Queen was a Gary 
Barlow fan was, perhaps, 


one of the more unlikely. 

The Take That singer has paid 
tribute to the late monarch, 
revealing the pair struck up a 
warm friendship over the course 
of more than 30 meetings. 

He has told how he even put on a 
private concert at an intimate birth- 
day party for Her Majesty in 2012. 

The Queen was such a huge Gary 
fan, it turns out she even knew the 
words to his Commonwealth track, 
Sing, from the same year. 

The star says: “Her Majesty did 
such a wonderful job and was such a 
wonderful example to us all. 

“She ruled with her heart, she was 
amazing. She had such a recognisa- 
ble face because obviously her face is 
everywhere you look, so when you 
saw her, it was mesmerising. I 
counted up all the times I met her 
and it’s definitely over 30. I felt so, 
so sad when I heard of her passing. 

“I knew Sing was one of her 
favourite songs. Ellie Goulding told 
me she was in a line-up and she 
asked the Queen if she liked singing, 
and she sang a line from Sing. 

“I was like, ‘Wow, that’s brilliant!’. 
It was lovely. Sadly I didn’t hear her 
sing myself.” 

Royal biographer Penny Junor 
revealed that the Queen’s favourite 
songs included Sing. She _ also 
enjoyed The White Cliffs of Dover by 
Dame Vera Lynn, and American 
movie and dance legend Fred Astaire 
singing Cheek To Cheek. 

Gary, 51, co-wrote Sing with 
impresario Andrew Lloyd Webber for 
the 2012 Diamond Jubilee. Within 
hours of performing it, alongside 
female choir the Military Wives, it 
topped the charts. 


Putting people at ease 


Today, the lyrics -— which 
include “Some words they can’t 
be spoken, only sung/To hear a 
thousand voices shouting love/ 
And light and hope” — couldn't 
be more poignant. 

Gary first met the Queen in 
1993, at the Royal Variety Perfor- 
mance. Alongside bandmates 
Robbie Williams, Mark Owen, 
Howard Donald and _ Jason 
Orange — and their parents — he 
nervously shook her hand. 

Take That later performed Could 
It Be Magic, prompting an 
enchanting smile from the monarch. 

Gary, who has sold more than 
50million records, later went on to 
have a series of one-to-one meetings 
with Her Majesty over the two years 
ahead of the Diamond Jubilee. 

He says each summit was sched- 
uled to last precisely four minutes. 

But he jokes he would try to trim 
it down to save the Queen time from 
her relentless schedule. 

He recalls: “She was so good at 
putting everyone at ease, she never 
let anyone feel intimidated. 

“There were a whole heap of 
things we were told we could and 
couldn’t do. We were scared to death 
before we met her. 

“But she broke all the rules within 
about two seconds, shook our hands, 
spoke to us, didn’t correct anyone. 

“Only the Queen’s title was 
intimidating, and the _ people 
around her, she wasn’t. If she 
hadn’t been like this, able to chat 
to people from all walks of life, 
someone like me would never 
have been able to put the con- 
cert on. I’m so grateful for that. 

“My meetings with the Queen 
were always four minutes long, 
which always amused me. I 
would start by saying, ‘I think I 
can be in and out in one-and-a- 
half minutes’. She could make 
decisions quickly — it was, ‘Yes, 
yes, yes, no, yes’ — she made it 
easy for me. We'd rattle off six 
questions, and then I’d be say- 
ing, ‘Right, that’s it from me. I 
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plan her Diamond 
Jubilee celebrations 
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won't take up any more of your 
time’...and I’d be out of there.” The 
Queen served the nation and Com- 
monwealth selflessly and _ tirelessly 
for 70 years. In an anecdote that 
typifies this, Gary says she wanted 
her Jubilee concert to be a celebra- 
tion for the people — not her. 

He adds: “I kept saying to her, ‘If 
there’s anyone or anything you want, 
anything at all, you know you only 
have to ask’. And she would always 
say, ‘No, no — just make the best 
show for the people’. 

“It’s amazing, she was celebrating 
her anniversary but she just wanted 
everyone else to have a good time.” 

Gary, who was awarded an OBE 
ten years ago for services to music, 
is very fond of the Royal Family. 
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Photos from that day are dotted 
around his West London home. 

And he says his mum was espe- 
cially proud after accompanying him 
to Buckingham Palace for his Inves- 
titure. “There’s a framed picture from 
that day in my study,” Gary says 
with a smile. “Actually there are pic- 
tures all over the house of that day, 
but I always think these days are 
more for mums and dads. 

“After the Diamond Jubilee the 
Queen thanked me. I got a little tele- 
gram from her afterwards, which 
was amazing. That’s framed too.” 

Because of his unlikely bond with 
the Queen, the Brit Award winner 
and former X Factor judge shed a 
tear when he heard of her passing. 
Gary admitted: “I had a little 
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tear...it felt very, very strange.” One 
of his most incredible meetings with 
Elizabeth II was when he attended a 
very low-key, spontaneous — and off 
the record — gathering for her 86th 
birthday in 2012. 

The celebration was at Lord Lloyd 
Webber’s home in Newbury, Berks, 
where the racehorse-loving monarch 
once kept stables. They played her 
Sing, plus show tunes by Rodgers 
and Hammerstein. 

Gary, who was also at her 90th 
birthday celebration at Windsor in 
2016, explains of the bash: “There 
was one night around her birthday 
we put on a little impromptu concert 
for her. Her stables were very close 
to Andrew’s house, so she had about 
12 other people with her. I’d taken a 
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lot of the (Jubilee) plans with me, 
and she spent about 20 minutes 
looking at all the plans. 

“She was really interested. I’d got 
every conceivable answer prepared, 
but of course she asked me the one 
question I didn’t know the answer to, 
which was how long was it going to 
take to take all the gear (marquees, 
stands, etc) down. 

“So I made it up and said six 
hours. I didn’t have a clue. That 
night I remember her talking a lot 
about horses. Those little moments 
when there are no cameras — there 
are no pictures from that night at all 
— where everyone was chatting, are 
so, so special. She was a truly won- 
derful woman.”

GRENFELL Tower survi- 
vors have hailed the 
Queen and her “amaz- 
ing” efforts to comfort 
them following the blaze. 

Locals still cherish 
memories of the mon- 
arch’s surprise West Lon- 
don visit two days after 
the June 2017 tragedy, 
which killed 72 including 
at least 18 children. 

Receptionist Jessica 
Heather, 25, was working 
at Westway Sports Cen- 
tre, where people dis- 
placed by the inferno 
were being housed. 

She said: “I was help- 
ing some survivors and 
turned round to see the 
Queen at the door. | 
couldn’t believe it. 

“The Queen came here 
before anyone from the 
council or the Govern- 
ment. It was a shock but 
showed she wanted to 
help in some way.” 

Hospitality assistant 
Omari Gerome, 25: 
recalled the community 
being given a huge boost 
by meeting the monarch 
and Prince William, who 
had_ previously played 
football at the centre. 

He said: “These parts 
of London aren’t where 
you’d normally see peo- 
ple like her. She could 
have sent someone else 
or a message of support. 

“But the fact she 
came in the flesh really 
meant a lot to the com- 
munity. It lifted us all.” 

And Bienna Yohannes, 
18, added: “The Queen’s 
visit showed we weren’t 
being ignored.” 

Her Majesty was 91 
when she visited the site 
on June 16, 2017. 

She spoke to firefight- 
ers and heard harrowing 
accounts of escape bids. 

Prince William called 
the aftermath of the fire 
in the 24-storey block 
“one of the most terrible 
things I have ever seen”.

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DURING the past ten days there 
has been an unprecedented level 
of ceremony and history, the likes 
of which most of us have never 


seen before. 

I have had the incredible privilege of 
getting a ringside seat at some of those 
important, solemn and poignant events 
marking the astonishing life of Queen 
Elizabeth II. 

I was even chosen to sit opposite 
our new King and Queen Consort as 
Charles delivered an address to MPs 
and peers in Parliament’s historic 
Westminster Hall on Monday. 

Some of the most memorable days 
of my life began last Saturday when I 
was at the House of Lords. 

It was only the sixth time since the 
start of World War Two that the Com- 
mons has sat on a Saturday. It was to 
pay tribute to Her Majesty and to agree 
on a Humble Address of condolence for 
King Charles, which was to be pre- 
sented on the Monday. 

Despite the sadness there were 
magnificent recollections and moving 
memories from people who had met the 
Queen. 

Baroness Seccombe said that the 
Queen loved to know a secret — but 
refused to share details with us. And 
Lord Griffiths of Burry Port actually 
sang in the chamber, to great applause. 

I felt so lucky and proud that day to 
swear my oath of allegiance to the 
King, which all peers must do, either 
after a general election or when there is 
a change of monarch. We stood in line 
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PROUD... 


and one after another pledged. Solemn 
and respectful. All of us spoke with 
real, genuine feeling. It was the most 
unusual and historic of days: Sad, 
moving, heartfelt and uplifting all at 
the same time. 

Just two days later, I attended the 
Presentation of Addresses by both 
Houses of Parliament to His Majesty 
King Charles III in Westminster Hall. 

As I picked out my outfit for the 
momentous day — a respectful black 
dress and Louboutin boots — I felt such 
a sense of duty and responsibility. 

Inside the grand, 900-year-old West- 
minster Hall, we all quietly took our 
seats. I chose the first I came across, 
near the back. Minutes later a door

keeper said I had to move. He walked 
me to a seat in the front row (he must 
be a West Ham United fan) directly 
opposite the two striking, ornate gold 
thrones covered in deep-salmon silk 
damask where King Charles and 
Camilla were to sit. 

The King moved slowly towards them, 
clearly exhausted emotionally and 
physically, Queen Consort Camilla half 
a pace behind him. 

They sat directly in front of me and 
there were just eight stone steps 
between us. He looked straight at me. 

I smiled solemnly, trying to express 
with eye contact my deep sympathy. I 
didn’t get a response, I didn’t expect 
one. I will never forget the pain and 
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grief etched on his face. He looked like 
he had a heavy cold but it wasn't a 
virus that was plaguing him, it was his 
heartache. 

He and Camilla looked at each other 
in that way that only people deeply in 
love do. It was as though she was trying 
to reassure him, it was like a hug with 
her eyes so to speak, giving him comfort 
and strength, willing him to be OK. 

After he’d settled in his chair, he kept 
perfectly still. There was none of the fid- 
geting or playing with his cufflinks or 
signet ring which I have seen before. 

Despite the deep grief he exuded 
authority and unshakeable confidence. 

I spotted Camilla’s breathtaking dia- 
mond and pearl necklace twinkling 
against her black dress and her small 
handbag and sensible flat shoes. It made 
me regret my own sky-high Louboutins. 

The pomp and ceremony that day was 
astounding. 

There were eight Yeomen of the Guard 
with giant spears, who processed up the 
central aisle, followed by the Gentlemen 
at Arms. 

The only sound you could hear was 
their footsteps, perfectly in sync, on the 
stone floor. 

Then they stood totally still throughout 
the 30-minute service. It must be part of 
their training but to me, who had never 
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witnessed anything quite like it before, it 
was mesmerising. The sorrow and loss 
around the room was palpable. 

Both Speakers — Lord McFall, the 
Speaker in the Lords, and Sir Lindsay 
Hoyle, Speaker of the Commons — 
expressed their sadness at the death of 
the Queen and how difficult it must be 
for the new King at such a time. 

I sang my heart out to God Save The 
King. We all did. 

It was an opportunity to show this 
man in mourning, who has such a 
gigantic task in front of him, that he has 
both our respect and warmth. 


Unexpected tears 


On Thursday I was one of 35 peers 
chosen to represent the Conservative 
benches at Westminster Hall for the 
arrival of the Cortege for the lying in 
state. I felt honoured. 

I wore my CBE medal, awarded for 
services to women in business and 
entrepreneurialism in 2014, with sensible 
flats. But I was flustered when I got 
there. The area around Westminster was 
closed from Victoria to Embankment, 
and there was nowhere to park by bike. 

After a flurry of panic — and begging 
— the police allowed me to park up in 
the Lords courtyard. At the Chamber we 
were placed into four sections which

were to form our route to Westminster 
Hall. I was in section two and told to 
stand on the steps next to the choir, 
which is when the sensible shoes really 
came into their own. 

When the coffin was carried into the 
hall, I had unexpected tears in my eyes. 

This place, which is usually so busy, 
filled with the bustle of visiting 
schoolchildren and throngs of people 
meeting, was eerily silent. 

We were told not to bow or curtsy as 
we passed the coffin, but I simply 
couldn’t do that. 

The Queen has done so much for this 
country that it felt disrespectful not to 
pay my final respects. 

I am pleased I did. Everyone behind 
me followed my lead. 

I felt so proud to be so close to British 
ceremony at its best. 

That evening I returned, off duty, to 
Westminster Hall to take my family to 
pay their respects. When my mother 
cried, I cried all over again. 

I feel immensely fortunate to have had 
this opportunity to say goodbye to our 
Queen, and to her era, and to welcome 
in the new King. 

I have been able to show my loyalty 
and allegiance to them both. 

It has left me feeling very fortunate 
and proud to have become a small part 
of British history.

EVER since the warrior 
Queen Boadicea led an 
uprising in Roman Britain, 
royal women have 


exhibited great strength. 

Today, instead of a mighty 
sword and chariot they use 
their dignity and fortitude to 
win their battles. 

This dark period of mourning 
has proved that the Queen’s unique 
dedication to duty lives on in those 
who remain. 

It is the Princess Royal who has 
perhaps embodied her mother’s 
spirit the most during recent events. 

Anne was at Her Majesty’s 
bedside at Balmoral Castle when 
she died and has made sure her 
mother has not been alone since. 

On Tuesday, she was the only one 
of her siblings to accompany her 
mother’s coffin as it made its wa‘ 
on a six-hour car journey throug! 
Scotland, from Balmoral Castle to 
Edinburgh, then on a flight to 
London. 

It was a fitting final act of love 
from a daughter who has always 
been there for the Queen. 

Last night it was the turn of 
younger members of her family to 
stand vigil in Westminster Hall. 

Princesses Beatrice and Eugenie 
joined cousins Prince William and 
Prince Harry, Peter Phillips, Zara 
Tindall, James, Viscount Severn, 
and Lady Louise Windsor to pay 
their respects. 

Princess Anne proved her 
fortitude from an early age. She 
began working on behalf of Her 
Majesty when she was 18 years old. 

During Anne’s first year of public 
duties, she carried out 80 
engagements on her own. But her 
public life was not without scandal. 


Inbuilt quiet dignity 

She divorced her first husband, 
Army Captain Mark Phillips, in 
1992 during the Queen's “annus 
horribilis”. Eight months later she 
married Timothy Laurence, a Navy 
commander charged with caring for 
the Royal Family’s horses. 

But she moved on from_ the 
headlines by dedicating herself to 
hard work, regularly performing 
more duties than any other royal. 

On Friday, with her siblings 
Prince Andrew, King Charles and 
Prince Edward, she stood in a 
silent vigil beside the coffin. 

It was their second and _ final 
vigil to the Queen before she is 
laid to rest tomorrow. 

Anne bowed her head and stood 
with a solemn expression as_ she 
stood guard for 15 minutes. 

This was the first time a female 
royal has attended such an event — 
a tradition known as “vigil of the 
children”, which dates back to the 
time of George V. 

Watching on was Queen Consort 
Camilla, who earlier that day paid 
a touching tribute to Her Majesty 
by wearing a replica of a diamond 
leek brooch that she and Princess 
Diana wore, as she joined Charles 
on his first visit to Wales as King.

PARENTS should be clear, open and 
honest when talking about the Queen’s 
death with their children, say experts.

clear, age- 
appropriate 
language. It 


may be tempt- 

ing to use 
terms like the 
Queen has 
‘gone to sleep’ or 
‘passed away’, but 
these can be confusing to children and 
prompt more questions such as, ‘When is 
she waking up?’. Although they feel harsh 
and blunt, using words like ‘dead’, ‘died’ 
and ‘death’ will help create a clear defini- 
tion for children which they'll understand. 
“Parents should also try to explain 

to children that feelings of 
anguish, anger, sadness, guilt, 
worry and confusion are per- 
fectly normal reactions to hear- 
ing that someone has died.” 


Crow ... grief expert 
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MY parents never looked 
happier than in the photo- 
graph of them standing 
outside the Buckingham 
Palace gates about to 
meet King George VI. 


My dad was about to receive a 
Distinguished Service Medal for 
the last action he saw in the 
Second World War —- a Royal 
Naval Commando raid on _ the 
Nazi-occupied, heavily fortified 
island of Elba. 

The Royal Naval Commandos 
lost many men on that raid. 

It left my father with a torso 
that was a mass of scar tissue, 
and shrapnel in his legs that 
would be there for ever. 

But did anyone ever look hap- 
pier than this pair of working 
class kids off to see the King? 

Dad is only 20. My mum is a 
year younger — so not even out of 
her teens. 

And more than a lifetime after 
that picture was taken, their 
excitement is obvious. 

They grin from ear to ear, 
bursting with pride and _ excite- 
ment. 

And the strange thing about 
that photograph is that neither my 
mum or dad would have 
described themselves as monar- 
chists, or royalists, or devoted fans 
of the crown. 

My mum was a passionate Lab- 
our supporter, a militant dinner 
lady, always delighted to go on 
strike. 

My dad dragged me out stuffing 
leaflets through doors for the 
Liberals, but only because he 
heartily loathed both Labour — in 
thrall to big trade unions, Dad 
believed, and also the Tories — 
slaves to big business, he thought. 

And yet, and yet... they loved 
their king. They loved that shy, 
kind, brave monarch who led 
them through the darkest days of 
the Second World War when, like 
the Queen, my parents were child- 
ren at the start and young adults 
by its end. 


Survived and thrived 


They loved King George VI 
because he had earned their love. 

Although he was to die trag- 
ically young, King George VI was 
a great king because he shared 
the sorrows of his people in their 
darkest hours. 

The bombs that fell on the 
homes of my folks in the East 
End of London also fell on Buck- 
ingham Palace. 

While his flighty brother King 
Edward VIII abdicated so that he 
could marry Mrs Wallis Simpson, 
George embraced a role that he 
was not born for, and in some 
ways painfully unsuited for, 
with a stutter that made 
public speaking an agony. 

And yet half a century 
after that photograph was 
taken outside the gates of 
Buckingham Palace, my dad 
could recall the banter he 
shared with the King. 

“You’ve done very 
well, Parsons,” King 
George VI told my 
father just before he 
presented his DSM. 

My old man indi- 
cated the rows of 
medals on the 
King’s chest. 

“You haven’t done 
so bad yourself,” 
said my dad, and 
the pair of them 
had a laugh about 
that. 

And when I 
think of how Le 
much my parents 
loved King George 
VI, I understand 
the great outpour- 
ing of emotion that 
we are witnessing 
today. For who can 


doubt or deny that Queen 
Elizabeth II has earned 
our love? The monarchy 
has survived — and thrived 
— because of our late 
Queen. The length of 
her reign will blow 
the minds of future 
generations. 
It seems 
scarcely 
credible to 
who 
lived

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And what is most incredible about 
that 70-year reign is that Queen 
Elizabeth II became more impor- 
tant to our people as time went 
by. She was Queen for literally all 
my life. 

But what I will remember most 
is the role that she played — in 
her mid-nineties! — in the greatest 
health emergency that the world 
had seen for one hundred years. 

When it felt like the old world 
we knew had vanished for ever, 
when we were isolated, alone and 
scared, she gave us hope, and she 
made us understand that here 
was another war we would win in 
the end. 

“Our streets are not empty,” she 
said. “They are full of love.” 

And the love for Her Majesty is 
what we are witnessing today. It is 
a strange and heady cocktail of 
grief, gratitude and the sweet sad- 
ness of farewell. 

But it is not complicated. 

All this, because our Queen was 
loved. 

She was loved the way her 
father was loved. And it was not a

A hundred wild butter- 
flies were then measured 
and the pollen on their 
faces also weighed. 

The Canadian team 
found that the lab-grown 
insects were smaller and 
would not be able to col- 
lect as much pollen. 

Prof Michelle Tseng, of 
the British Columbia 
University study, said: 
Insect _ pollinators are 
needed for 75 per cent of 
the world’s crops. 

“If butterflies around 
the world are decreasing 
in size this could have 
serious repercussions for 
our food systems.”

“It flags the vilest posts and 
provides evidence for removal to 
social platforms, building cases to 
take to authorities.” 

Police arrested 11 people over 
the barrage of bigotry online 
after England’s heartbreak last 
July with two given jail terms. 

MPs and the FA blasted Twit- 
ter, Instagram and Facebook for 
failing to crack down on the cul- 
prits. But little has been done to 
drive haters off platforms since.

GAMBLING) addict Paul 
Merson grew so anxious 
after Boris Johnson’s daily 
Covid updates during lock- 
down he visited an online 
bookie - and blew his 
family’s £160,000 deposit 
for a new home betting 


on table tennis. 

The ex-Arsenal and England 
footballer had frittered away 
£7million on gambling, alcohol 
and drugs during his long years 
of addiction, but believed he 
had finally turned a corner and 
was in recovery. 

Then, in early 2020, the pandemic 
hit, and by August 27, Sky Sports 
Soccer Saturday pundit Paul had 
spent the entire deposit and was 
feeling suicidal. 

He has now revealed he is banned 
from all betting companies, and 
believes his third wife Kate will 
leave him if he relapses again. 

Speaking from his rented South 
West London home, the dad of eight 
told The Sun on Sunday: “I was on 
furlough from Sky Sports and at 
first I enjoyed the lockdown. 

“I was in the garden with my 
youngest kids and the sun was out. 
But then I started getting addicted 
to bulletins when Boris Johnson and 
the bloke with the red tie came out. 

“My anxiety kicked in and I 
thought, ‘They’re not going to have 
Soccer Saturday any more’. 

“I was thinking, ‘I’m not going to 
be able to earn anything’. My older 
kids’ mums have houses and I want 
to give my younger kids a future. 

“Kate and I had £160,000 saved up 
and I blew it in a few bets. It was 
all online, but it wasn’t a book- 
maker, it was a private bookie.”

The only sports being played at 
the time were table tennis tourna- 
ments and golf. 

Paul, 54, said: “My last bet was 
eight grand on a table tennis player. 
I didn’t have a particular knowledge 
of table tennis but everything was 
locked down at that point, so there 
wasn't much to bet on. 

“When I got to that point it was 
just a total chase-up to try and get 
my money back, which is a prime 
example of a compulsive gambler. 

“That was my last eight grand but 
when I’m in the grip of it, I lose all 
sense of rationale.” 

He added: “I remember sitting in 
my front room and having suicidal 
thoughts and my kids were playin 
and I was thinking, ‘Oh my God, 
I’ve just done everything in’. 

“That was eating me up for a 
week. At that moment I was just 
thinking, ‘What’s the point of me 
being here? What’s the point of me 
being on this earth? I’m just getting 
in the way, and I’ve let my kids 
down for the umpteenth time’. 

“I was looking at my children and 
I hadn't even told their mum yet 
that I’d done the money. And when 
I told her she went ballistic.” 

Paul, whose first two marriages 
crumbled due to his addictions,

He said: “I know my addiction is 
waiting, and that does scare me. I 
got involved with this because I 
Know that you can put off going to 
an Alcoholics Anonymous or 
Gamblers Anonymous meeting if it’s 
raining or you're tired. 

“With Recoverlution there’s no 
excuse, you’ve got your laptop or 
your iPhone or whatever. And it’s 
there 24/7 and connects to all 
around the world. I think that’s an 
important thing — you can get help 
in the middle of the night.” 

Paul joined Arsenal in 1985 and 
won two Football League Champion- 
ships, an FA Cup, the Football 
League Cup and the European Cup 
Winners’ Cup with them. 

Yet within years his addictions 
took control. He said: “I was playing 
for England and sitting in crack 
dens with a massive rock of coke. 

“People would come in to score, 
then do a double take and think, 
‘No, it can’t be Paul Merson, can it?’ 

“Yd be drinking at 5am after the 
nightclubs shut and snorting cocaine 
in the taxi on the way to Arsenal 
training. I tried to kill myself three 
times. Someone has looked out for 
me. I don’t go to church but I do 
believe in God.” 

A spell in rehab conquered Paul’s 
cocaine addiction but his gambling 
problem was still rampant by the 
time he joined Aston Villa in 1998. 

He said: “I once lost a top-of-the- 
range Rolex to a friend in a game of 
heads and tails when we were drunk 
in Spain. He took the watch and 
then got robbed. But you can’t have 
a bet and moan if you lose. 

“At Villa, me and David James 
went to the car show at_ the 
Birmingham NEC and I bought a 
Ferrari for £105,000. 

“I said to the guy, ‘I'll give you 
cash on Tuesday’. But on _ the 
Monday I went to the bookies. 

“On Tuesday the Ferrari geezer got 
to the training ground and I just 
said, ‘I lost it. I ain't got the money’. 

“Then I said, ‘Do us a favour, can 
I just have a little drive?’ and I went 
up the road and back. I actually 
didn’t like it because it had those 
Tiptronic (semi-automatic) gears. I 
dodged a bullet with that one.” 

Now Paul attends Gamblers Anon- 
ymous sessions, talks to an expert, 
uses the app — and has chocolate for 
comfort instead of drink. He _ said: 
“!’m a chocoholic. Or a pudding- zt 
aholic. I eat puddings, which I’ve eat

KYM MARSH has told of her 
joy after signing up for the 
new series of Strictly, saying:

Morning Live, has been approached 
by the show’s bosses multiple times 
in the past but said the timing was 
never “quite right”. 

Now, after she first shot to fame on 
talent show Popstars in 2001, the singer- 
turned-actress says she is thrilled to be 
finally returning to her reality TV roots. 

Kym says: “Did I think when I did 
Popstars 22 years ago that I’d still be 
here, performing on a_ show like this 
one? Absolutely not. And really, I’m set- 
ting a foot back into the reality world. 

“I’ve been asked to do I’m A Celebrity 
and other shows over the years but this 
is the one show that I always said I 
wanted to do. 

“It would be great if I could inspire 
people by going on the show.

But the microwave is more 
expensive at 1.4p, compared 
to doing it on the hob, 
which costs just 0.84p 
for the same amount of 

time. 

A toaster takes two min- 
utes to get bread crispy and 
costs 1.1p.

MORE than ten million dogs in the UK 
are struggling to cope when left home 
alone, experts warn in the run-up to 
Separation Anxiety Awareness Day.

ACTOR’ Aidan _ Turner

His character, Dr Joseph 
O'Loughlin, is a graphic illustra- 
tion of how the disease can 
affect young as well as old, with 
around one in every 20 people 
dingnosed under the age of 40. 

The actor Michael J. Fox was 
just 30 when he found out he 
had the condition in 1991. 

It’s the fastest-growing neuro- 
logical condition in the Western 
world, and two 


people are 
diagnosed 
every hour in 
the UK. 


Now one in 
500 of us are 
affected and 
men are more 

vei likely to be 
diagnosed than 
women. 

There is no 
cure but with 
advances in 
treatments = 
including medication, physiother- 
apy, speech and language ther- 
apy and brain surgery, most 
people now have a normal or 
near-normal life expectancy. 

Aidan spent months resear- 
ching for his role as Dr 
O'Loughlin and trying to master 
the subtle tremor that is typical 
of the disease. 

But Dr Simon Stott, director of 
research at the charity Cure 
Parkinson's, told Sun on Sunday 
Health: “Usually people will have 
the classic tremor, but not 
everyone does. 


New treatments 


“There are huge variations 
within the Parkinson’s commu- 
nity. The speed at which it 
develops can differ too — some 
very quickly, while others may 
not suffer severe symptoms for 
decades.” 

Parkinson’s is caused by a loss 
of nerve cells in the brain. 

This then leads to a reduction 
in dopamine, a neurotransmitter 
which is vital for regulating body 
movement. 

Dr Stott said: “It is 
usually characterised by three 
motor impairments — slowness of 
movement, fragility of movement 
and the resting tremor. 

“Other symptoms include loss 
of sense of smell, gastrointestinal

NEARLY ten million people in 
the UK suffer with arthritis — 

a condition that causes pain, 
stiffness and swelling in joints. 

There are two main types. 
Osteoarthritis affects around 
nine million people, and 
rheumatoid arthritis affects 
400,000. 

This week marks National 
Rheumatoid Arthritis 
Awareness Week. 

Dr Wendy Holden, medical 
adviser for Arthritis Action and 
an honorary consultant 
rheumatologist, said: 
“Osteoarthritis happens when 
there is damage to the joints 
and usually affects people over 
the age of 45. 

“Then there is inflammatory 
arthritis. This is where the 
body’s immune system starts 
targeting joints, leading to pain 
and swelling. The most 
common type of this is 
rheumatoid arthritis. 

“In both cases, nobody really 
knows why it happens but 
rheumatoid arthritis does run 
in families. 

“Osteoarthritis can also be 
hereditary but it is more 
common in people who are 
overweight or who have 
suffered a sports injury.” 

Symptoms include joint pain, 
tenderness and stiffness. 

There can also be restricted 
movement of the joints, warm 
red skin over the affected joint, 
weakness and muscle-wasting. 

There is no cure, but some 
treatments can slow it down.

My husband and | both 
work hard and aren’t in 
debt. We’ve been married 
for three years. I’m 47, he’s 
48. My stepson is 23 - more 
than old enough to stand on 
his own two feet. 

I’ve told my husband that 
he needs to say “no” to his 
son, but he doesn’t seem 
able to do this. 

Maybe it’s guilt for leaving 
his mum. Every time his son 
wants cash - for atrip 
abroad or to buy himself a 
new TV or phone - my 
husband opens his wallet. 

We're OK financially, so 
he can afford it, but it’s 
causing arguments 
between us. He’s not doing 
his son any favours by 
treating him like a child. 

lM DEIDRE SAYS: Your 
husband is stuck ina 
pattern, which you see as 
unhealthy. But their 
relationship pre-dates 
yours by two decades. 

Overturning that dynamic 
won't be easy. And while 
you can make your opinion 
clear, ultimately he has to 
make his own parenting 
decisions. 

Rather than criticising 
him, see if you can help. 

Talk to your husband 
about how he feels about 
this dynamic, try to 
understand why it happens 
and then work together to 
set new boundaries.

WHO SCARES WINS 
AT ALTON FESTIVALS 


FEAR the wurst —- because Alton Towers’ 
Oktoberfest has an eating challenge that’s 
as scary as its rides. 

Each September an area of the 500-acre 
park transforms into a mini-Munich, with 
Lederhosen-clad hosts, live entertainment 
including an oompah band, and delicious 
food and drink, all with a German twist. 

And revellers can test their tastebuds 
with a new sausage platter using three of 
the world’s hottest chillies — the habanero, 
ghost and California reaper chillies. 

Guests who can't take the heat can cool 
off with new, locally-made salted caramel 
pretzel ice cream from Matlock Meadows. 

The Bavarian-themed transformation 
also includes a double-decker Alpine- 
themed pub, Wunder Bar, and two stages 
featuring live singers, including the 
incredible oompah band, Oomparty, who 
play pop songs on brass instruments to the 
delight of hundreds of revellers. The area 
feels more like a festival than a theme park.

Thankfully my son Clark, seven, isn’t a 
fan, though his stints on entry-level rides 
like Heave Ho and Blade mean I’m running 
out of time to admit to my kids that I’m 
terrified of rollercoasters. There's plenty of

The Ride, which brings to life David 
Walliams’ most popular children’s novel 
about the daring gran’s plot to steal the 
Crown Jewels. 

After a day walking five miles through all 
of Alton Towers’ different areas, we were 
exhausted, but thankfully a two-minute 
drive up the road and a night's stay at Alton 
Towers’ Hotel awaited (from £40pppn). 

I'd stayed once before, aged 14, and it 
was even more enjoyable watching the 
wonder of this incredibly well thought-out 
hotel through my kids’ eyes.

Across the beautiful lake and gardens 
we could hear toddlers going crazy over 
the entertainment at CBeebies Land Hotel.

So who is the Brentford midfielder 
going to man-mark after the final 
whistle?

In fact, Dasilva will approach Eddie 
Nketiah, the closest of all the old 
friends from his 12 years at Arsenal 
that he gets to see again at lunchtime.

He missed the Bees’ play-off triumph 
and most of their first season back in 
the top flight — including the famous 
2-0 win over Arsenal in their opening 
game.

And so Dasilva finds himself hoping 
to face Nketiah in a Premier League 
game for the first time, having been 
substituted before his mate came on at 
the Emirates in February. 

He said: “Having that relationship

Throughout my working life in football, I have 
been fortunate enough to meet quite a number of 
our Royal Family. 

As manager of West Ham, Prince Harry and 
Prince William came to Upton Park as kids to 
watch us play Arsenal. 

My memories are fuzzy but I think we tried to 
stage a late comeback for the boys — but believe 
we lost. Then again, Arsenal were untouchable in 
those days. 

It’s an honour to have made the acquaintance of 
Prince Charles through the Prince’s Trust, Camilla 
too. I also met Princess Anne as a part of her 
valuable work with the disabled. 

When you work in top-level football it can lead 
to occasions like that, rubbing shoulders with 
royals. And I found them all extremely charming. 

The Queen will always be remembered for her 
passion for horse racing. That was her sport. 

It remains mine too. And it led to some surprise 


consequences when I spent time in the company of 
Princess Beatrice, Prince Andrew’s elder daughter. 

At the time I was manager of Queens Park 
Rangers. One night I was staying in London at a 
hotel and my son Jamie called to ask if I fancied 
joining him and a few of his pals for dinner. 

I joined the crowd at the table and it was a 
lovely evening. A young lady was sitting next to 
me and she struck up a conversation. 

She mentioned my well-known passion for horse 
racing, so of course I went off on one — like a 
thoroughbred out of the stalls. 

I told her all about my upbringing, how my nan 
was a bookie’s runner back in the old days. 

At the time, gambling was illegal other than at a 
racecourse. But my nan Maggie Brown collected 
scraps of paper from all the other old ladies on

the estate, with their wagers scribbled down. The 
papers were folded up and my nan would drop 
them into Cyril the paper boy’s bag. 

I say boy, he was about sixty! He used to walk 
the streets calling out, ‘Star, News And Standard’ 
to sell copies. 

Cyril wore a shirt and a tie and always had 
immaculately polished black shoes. Anyway, I hope 
you can picture the scene. 

From time to time the police would have to do 
their duty and my nan would get arrested. 

Every so often she was carted off in a Black 
Maria — a police van. 

At Poplar nick she would get a slap on the wrist 
and then be released to come straight back out on 
the streets and resume her little sideline. 

So I was telling all my shady family secrets to

this young girl and she said, ‘Oh, my grandmother 
loves horse racing too’. 

She added, ‘When she won the Gold Cup a 
couple of years ago, she was absolutely delighted’. 

This instantly rang alarm bells in my brain and 
I traced back through my _ increasingly suspect 
memory, thinking, ‘What on Earth had she meant?’ 

People win ON the Gold Cup but to win THE 
Gold Cup is something else entirely. I sifted back 
through time and remembered a couple of years 
previously the Queen had won the Gold Cup. 

It was then that it finally dawned on me that I 
was sitting in a London restaurant telling tales 
from my murky past to a pretty senior member of 
our Royal Family. 

If I am honest, I still wasn’t sure what her name 
was or who she was directly related to, but I knew 
it was time to up the level of my conversation! 

So we chatted on about racing — and by now I 
had more of an idea that I was sitting next to a 
major figure of the British establishment. 

I left the young ones to it a bit later on, left the 
restaurant and went back to the hotel. 

The next morning Jamie rang me and said, ‘You 
still have no clue who that was you were talking 
to last night, do you?’ 

Of course I knew she was a relative of the 
Queen — but it still needed my son to provide me 
with a name. I was pretty embarrassed, for sure. 

The Queen never missed Ascot, it was a huge 
part of her life — and it will take horse racing 
some time to get over her loss. 

I feel it, like much of the country does. But 
we should maintain our traditions here in Great 
Britain, we have so much to be proud of.

ERLING HAALAND found a new 


way to score. 

And Nathan Collins demonstrated a 
different method of trying — but still 
failing — to stop Manchester City. 

Haaland’s first strike for his new 
club from outside the box, and only 
the second with his right foot, had 
already put his team 2-0 up by the 
time hapless Collins was sent off for a 
horrible challenge on opening-minute 
goalscorer Jack Grealish. 

Haaland’s winner against Borussia 
Dortmund was a perfectly executed 
kung-fu finish in the style of legend 
Johan Cruyff. 

The Wolves centre-half’s two-footed, 
stomach-high lunge on Grealish was 
more like Eric Cantona’s retribution 
on a Crystal Palace fan in 1995. 

NHS waiting lists may be long but 
it is surely too soon to start removing 
an appendix on the field of play. 

But you do already feel it is going 
to take something similarly outlandish 
to prevent Haaland leading City to a 
third title in a row. 

The Norwegian now has 14 goals in 
nine appearances for the champions. 

By claiming his llth in the Premier 
League in seven games, he moved 
ahead of Timo Werner — a player also 
signed from the Bundesliga — who 
managed ten in 56 appearances for 
Chelsea. 

Even more ominously for City’s 
alleged rivals, Haaland is now showing 
signs of becoming part of boss Pep 
Guardiola’s machine, rather than just 
a one-man wrecking ball. 

After a week in which comparisons 
with American sports were in fashion, 
it was tempting to regard Haaland as 
the equivalent of an extra-point 
kicker in the NFL or a closing 
pitcher in baseball.

mance against Dortmund in midweek, 
the former Aston Villa man was lucky 
to be in the Guardiola’s starting XI, 
let alone the England squad. 

Being a relatively microscopic cog in 
Pep’s plan, rather than Villa’s main 
man, seems to have sucked a lot of 
the joy out of Grealish’s football. 

This reporter, for one, used to find 
himself on the edge of his seat, 
whether in a press box or on a sofa, 
whenever the floppy-haired, monster- 
calfed maestro received the ball in 
some space. 

But Grealish was beaming with 
delight after Wolves’ conventional 
resistance lasted all of 55 seconds. 

Guardiola described Matheus Nunes 
as one of the best players in the world 
after City’s 5-O win at Sporting Lisbon 
in February. 

It was Nunes, though, who lost the 
ball in his own half — and seconds 
later it was in the net. 

De Bruyne ran on to Foden’s cheeky 
return flick and sent in a near-perfect 
cross that Grealish reached ahead of 
Jonny. 

A few minutes later, Goncalo Gue- 
des stung Ederson’s hands at his near 
post and a _ decent contest 
remained a prospect.

THIS is not at all how it was 
supposed to go for the richest 


club in the land. 

Alexander Isak’s penalty, following a 
VAR review, saved Newcastle from a 
humiliating defeat against Bournemouth 
following Philip Billing’s opener.

Spending £200million in 2022 has 
raised the expectations on Tyneside.

about the world beyond. 

Elizabeth later told painter 
Pietro Annigoni: “I loved 
watching the people and the 
cars there in The Mall. They 
all seemed so busy. 

“I used to wonder what they 
were doing and where they were 
all going, and what they thought 
about outside the Palace.” 

After becoming Queen, she made 
sure she found out. 

She would be the most-travelled 
monarch of all time — visiting 
more than 120 countries and jour- 
neying more than a million miles. 

Elizabeth mingled with people 
as no sovereign had before, giving 
millions treasured memories — and 
realisin; herself, with awe, how 
much she was loved. 

The breakthrough came in 1970, 
with her first royal walkabout. The 
Queen had argued for years that 
she should stop to greet well- 
wishers who turned out to see her. 

But advisers always overruled her 
because of security, until their 
fears about the monarchy’s waning 
popularity in New Zealand and 
Australia made them re-evaluate. 

Her previous visit there in 1963 
had not created much excitement, 
and there were growing calls for 
Australia| and New Zealand _ to 
become republics. So when a New 
Zealand civil servant suggested the 
Queen might like to stop and talk 
to locals before a formal engage- 
ment at Wellington Town Hall, her 
advisers decided to risk it. 

So on the first day of the New 
Zealand visit in March, the royal 
car stopped short of the y 
hall and the Queen and ” 
Duke of Edinburgh 
emerged to walk the 
rest of the way. 

For the previous 
18 years of the 
reign, everyone the 
Queen had_ ever 
shaken hands 
with had _ been 
vetted in advance. 

She was always

Now she was 
on her own, with 
thousands of strangers 
milling around her. 

And she was a smash. 

Joy and amazement lit up every 
face in the crowd, and was 
reflected in the expression of Her 
Majesty. One _ five-year-old irl, 
Joanne Holland, even fainted when 
Elizabeth approached her. 

Philip was in his element. After 
talking to a first-aider who joked 
that she had brandy for emergen- 
cies, he told the crowd: “Brandy is 
available to anyone who feels like 
fainting.” Hundreds cheered. 

From then on, these walks 
became a standard feature for the 
Queen, continued by her children 
and grandchildren. 

The day after, the rambles even 
got a name, when a _ newspaper 
covered the event with the headline 
“Queen Goes Walkabout”. 

After New Zealand, the Queen 
and Prince Philip, accompanied 
by Princess Anne, moved on to 
Australia where more walkabouts 
took place. Media interest in them 
was “frenetic”. 

With people now realising there 
was a chance they might get to chat 
to a royal, far more showed up. 

A decade later, on another trip to 
Australia, the Queen revealed just 
how thrilling those first daring 
outings had been for her as well. 

She told a crowd in Melbourne: 
“It is ten years ago that we under- 
took our first walkabout in Austra- 
lia in Collins Street and I still 
remember vividly the novelty and 
excitement of that occasion.” 

There were downsides, such as 
19-year-old Anne shocking onlookers 
in Sydney as she struggled with her 
hat, fuming: “This bloody wind!” 

Then there was the man who 
told the Press that Philip had 
sworn at him in Greek when he 
had called out to him in_ that 
language. But the Queen had found 
a new part of her calling. 

For a woman who cherished the 
memory of sneaking out of the 
Palace to mingle with crowds on 
VE Day, it was exhilarating. 

Until this point, her interactions 
with ordinary people had been 
highly choreographed and as a 
result, quite stilted — for example, 
taken to admire a lorry

driver’s council home in Crawley 
New Town, Sussex, in 1958. 

But as Anne later recalled about 
her first walkabouts as a_ 19- 
year-old, their informality made 
everyone more relaxed. 

She said: “The chances were 
somebody would yell at you, ‘My 
cousin’s back in Perth!’ It was that 
kind of conversation — lots of links 
that would come out of the crowd.” 

The Queen was eager to try them 
out as a way to meet British people 
too. A month after returning from 
Australia, she was given the OK for 
a “test run” at a visit to Coventry 
to open a hospital in June 1970. 

It was a huge success, with the 
Queen spending 25 minutes longer 
than scheduled mingling and 
talking to people in the crowd. 

For the first time, her subjects 
could see the Queen as a human 
being. BBC royal reporter Ronald 
Allison later said: “Suddenly the 
lady on the schoolroom wall, on the 
postage stamp, was a real person.” 

Tens of thousands of people, if 
not hundreds of thousands, must 
have had their brief moments with 
the Queen over the decades. 

Incredibly, there were hardly any 
eocuty issues. The worst it got 
was when she was egged in Auck- 
land in 1986, although in Kingston, 
Jamaica, she was bundled into a 
Land Rover when security guards 
worried that she was being hugged 
too tightly by the local women. 

When she visited South Africa in 
1995, the year after Nelson Mandela 
had become President in the 
country’s first democratic elections, 
officials told her not to do walk- 
abouts in black townships. 

She ignored them, and 
was greeted by weeping 


crowds. 

That year she did 
her first walkabout 
in Belfast — again 
against security 
advice. She knew 
her people, and 
she trusted them. 
The Queen also

Alex Dingley, of Cardiff, who 
met the Queen at a reception for 
Prince’s Trust volunteers in 1999, 
recalled: “All I managed to blurt 
out was, ‘God, you are shorter than 
you are on television!’ To which 
she replied, ‘Well, I am taller than 
Queen Victoria, you know’.” 

Then there was the time in Aus- 
tralia when three students arrived 
at a walkabout with a “waving 
machine” — a stuffed glove that 
moved when you pulled a lever. 

Princess Anne recalled of the 
moment: “These three presented it 
to the Queen, I assume_ thinking 
that they were being really rather 
daring and rather cheeky. 

“And the Queen took it and said, 
‘Thank you very much, that is what 
I’ve always wanted!’ Their faces 
dropped because it wasn’t quite the 
reaction they were expecting.” 

But in terms of the Queen and 
her people, nothing came close to 
her Silver Jubilee in 1977. 

Ahead of another Commonwealth 
tour, she visited 36 UK counties 
over a summer of celebrations. 

On June 7, “Jubilee Day”, a 
million people lined the streets to 
see the Queen travel to St Paul’s 
Cathedral in the Gold State Coach 
for a service of thanksgiving. 

Then after the ceremony, she 
stepped out with Prince Philip for 
the first ever walkabout in London. 

They walked all the way to 
Guildhall, along Cheapside and up 
King Street. The Queen’s face was 
lit up the whole way, and at one 
point she asked a group: “Every- 
body quuite happy?” adding, “I am.” 

People had slept overnight on the 
streets in the rain to see her. 

A woman in the crowd tried to 
explain it all, saying: “We have 
come here because we love you.” 

The Queen replied: “I can feel it. 
And it means so much to me.”

And in Jamaica, a man threw his coat over a 
puddle so the Queen would not have to get her 
shoes wet, in the spirit of Sir Walter Raleigh — and 
was promptly arrested for lunacy. 

The world had never seen anything like the 
Queen’s five-and-a-half-month tour of the Common- 
wealth that began in November 1953. 

And it has never seen anything like it again. 

It was the first time a reigning sovereign had 
ever visited many of the countries on the tour, 
including Australia and New Zealand. 

The epic tour was designed to harness the 
unprecedented popularity of the monarchy in the 
wake of the young Queen’s coronation just months 
earlier. And it was absolutely exhausting — 43,000 
miles by land, sea and air, being feted all the way. 

It is estimated she shook 13,213 hands, received 
6,770 curtsies and heard 503 renditions of God Save 
The Queen. She and Prince Philip left Charles, five, 
and Anne, three, behind because of the gruelling 
schedule. They found it “ghastly” to say goodbye. 

But it was also the start of an incredible adven- 
ture for the 27-year-old Queen and 32-year-old 
Philip. He recalled later: “The level of adulation — 
you wouldn't believe it.” 

First stop on November 24 was a one-night stay 
in Bermuda, where fights broke out etween 
American tourists and local schoolchildren over the 
best viewing spots. 

Next day it was Jamaica, where lady-in-waiting 
Pamela Mountbatten complained: “The streets of 
Kingston had been festooned with so much royal 
bunting, it was impossible to see what anything 
really Thoked like.” 

Then the couple boarded steam- 
ship SS Gothic, which had trav- 
elled to meet them carrying eight 
tonnes of luggage for the rest of » 
the tour. wee i 

After passing through the Pan- 
ama Canal, the ship arrived in Fiji 
on December 17. 

Chieftains came aboard to wel- 
come the royals with a dance, 
then the Queen sipped on a sea- 
shell full of the potent local drink 
kava, made with pounded roots 
mixed with spit. 

She was thrilled, and said to 
Pamela Mountbatten at the end of 
it all: “Didn’t you love this!” 

Tonga was next, where 


the SEA OF FLAGS... 
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Queen was introduced to the oldest resident — a 
175-year-old tortoise presented to the country by 
Captain Cook in 1777. 

In Tonga they were warmly welcomed by Queen 
Salote and later thousands of enthusiastic Tongans. 

Queen Salote, who had won British hearts by 
cheerfully waving from an open carriage in the 
Coronation Day rain in London, did her best to 
impress the Head of the Commonwealth with a 
luncheon feast that included 2,000 pigs, chickens, 
lobsters and yams, washed down with coconut milk. 

But it was the next stop, New Zealand, when 
things really went crazy. A cameraman called her 
arrival on December 23 “like the Second Coming”. 

Three quarters of the country’s population saw 
the Queen during her five-week stay, but she 
did not get to see enough of those she was most 
interested in — the Maori people. 

Again and again, white dignitaries hogged the 
sovereign’s time and refused to allow traditional 
ceremonies to go ahead. 

Lady Pamela revealed: “We were so disappointed.” 

From Auckland, Her Majesty delivered her annual 
Christmas Speech by radio to the Commonwealth, 
saying of her tour: “I want to show that the Crown 
is not merely an abstract symbol of our unity, but 
a personal bond between you and me.” 

After a few days’ rest at sea, the royals steamed 
into Sydney Harbour on the morning of February 3, 
1954. Half a million people out of a population of 
18million turned out on the shores to watch them 
arrive. 

Tens of thousands had slept outside to secure the 
best spots, and locals said the night had been lit 
up by the glow of campers’ cigarettes. 

; One Boer War veteran, who had 
waited five hours for a glimpse, 
told a newspaper: “God bless her, 
I fought for her great-great grand- 
mother Queen Vicky.” 

In all, as in New Zealand, three 
quarters of Australia’s population 
would see her during a two-month 
stay that saw her criss-cross the 
country by road, rail and air. 

It was the height of summer, 
and a young Clive James recalled 
waiting in the heat to see the roy- 
als with his schoolmates “fainting 
left and right, as if their serried 
ranks were subject to sniper fire”. 

But the Queen never even broke 
into a sweat. Lady Pamela

explained that the Queen simply did not perspire, 
adding: “That means she can’t get relief, so she suf- 
fers twice as much from the heat. She says no per- 
spiration makes it much worse.” 

But the Queen only had thoughts for those who 
came to see her. Lady Pamela explained: “She was 
very meticulous in the motorcades that the car 
should go slowly enough for people to get a proper 
view. She used to say, ‘What’s the point in coming 
unless they can see me?’” 

Often they were going so slowly that the Queen 
could overhear what people were saying, which was 
often that she looked fed up. 

She told a staffer: “It’s awful. I’ve got the kind of 
face that if I’m not smiling, I look cross. 

“But I’m not cross. If you try to smile for two 
hours continuously it gives you a nervous tic.” 

However, the epic tour took its toll. 


T ONE point the @€Queen 

complained to Philip: “All 

these mayors are so boring, 

boring, boring. Why are they 
so boring?” 


And during a few days’ rest in a chalet outside 
Melbourne, a camera crew waiting outside were 
startled when Philip burst out of the door with a 
pair of tennis shoes and a racquet flying after him. 

The Queen then emerged, shouting at him to 
come back, and dragged him inside. The entire 
scene was caught on film, but a courtier charged 
out “angrier than a wounded buffalo” and ordered 
the cameraman to hand over the footage. 

Next out was the Queen, now all serene. She 
said: “I’m sorry for that little interlude, but as you 
know it happens in every marriage.” 

The royals finally steamed out from a harbour 
near Perth, bound across the Indian Ocean for a 
brief stop at the Cocos (Keeling) Islands. 

Then it was on to Ceylon — now Sri Lanka — 
where the glass beads on the Queen’s dress got so 
hot in the sun they could not be touched. 

A quick pause followed in Aden, now part of 
Yemen, then two nights in Uganda, where the 
Queen opened a new dam on Lake Victoria, 
sending water crashing down into the White Nile. 

From there, they flew to Tobruk in Libya, where 
Prince Charles and Princess Anne were waiting. 

The youngsters had travelled aboard the Britannia 
on her maiden voyage, and the new ship then took 
them all to Malta for a few days. 

Then finally they all sailed home to London, 
where on May 15 a banner on Tower Bridge greeted 
them with the words: “Welcome Home”. 

Tens of thousands of people lined the banks of 
the Thames. Their Queen was home, and her reign 
as British monarch and Head of the Commonwealth 
family of nations could begin in earnest. 
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reeting 
‘the Queen at Lagos, 


manager Donald 
D’Avanzo could not 
believe his eyes when the 
Queen dropped in. 

After she left, he said: “I’ll 
never forget it. It was the 
greatest thing that ever hap- 
pened to me. I can’t even eat 
my dinner. I was so amazed 
and scared.” 

It was October 1957 and 
supermarkets were still un- 
known in the UK. So when 
Her Majesty spotted a “Giant 
Food” outlet on her way to an 
American football game near 
Washington DC, she asked if 
she could take a look. 

While she and Philip 
watched the match, officials 
raced to the store to sound out 
Mr D’Avanzo. Then, when the 
sporting event was over, the 
royals arrived. 

Wearing a mink coat and 
escorted by the astonished

manager, Her Majesty toured 
the shelves. 

The New York Times 
reported: “The Queen seemed 


especially interested in chicken 
wrapped in transparent plastic, 
and looked hard at a_ large 
counter filled with steak.” 

Meanwhile, the Duke of 
Edinburgh trailed behind, 
eating free samples of cheese 
and crackers. 

It was one of the highlights 
of a six-day tour of the US, 
the Queen’s second ever trip to 
the States and her first since 
taking the throne. 

She had, of course, become 
Queen while abroad, when her 
father George VI died while 
she was in Kenya in 1952. 

The decade saw her set the 
pattern of her reign by travel- 
ling the world to meet its

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peoples. First up had been her 
epic five-and-a-half-month tour 
of the Commonwealth from 
late 1953 to mid 1954. 

Next, in 1955, was a cruise 
on the Britannia to Norway, 
where the Queen met adven- 
turer Thor Heyerdahl and 
admired the Kon-Tiki raft in 
which he had sailed 4,300 
miles across the Pacific Ocean. 

Then in January 1956, she 
and the Duke began their first 
visit to a colony since their 
round-the-world trip, with a 
three-week tour of Nigeria. 

It included a visit to a leper 
colony, where Her Majesty 
shook hands with former suf- 
ferers — a powerful gesture in 
a region where locals did not 
believe in a cure and contin- 
ued to shun those who had 
been infected. 


Masked warriors 


One former sufferer told the 
Queen: “We cannot express 
enough our joy and happiness 
at seeing you here.” 

The tour ended with amazing 
scenes in Lagos, where there 
was a dance of 10,000 masked 
warriors, and a million-strong 
crowd chanted: “Our Queen!” 

A few months later, 
Elizabeth was in Sweden for a 
state visit, and also to 
attend the “Equestrian Olympic 
Games”. 

These events were held in 
Stockholm because of horse 
quarantine restrictions in 
Melbourne, where the rest of 
the Games were being held. 

The Queen saw out the rest 
of the decade with two visits 


to Canada, as well as state 
visits to Portugal, France, 
Denmark, the Netherlands — 


and of course the US, home of 
the supermarket.

Up until this moment, the tour of India 
in January 1961 had been going beauti- 
fully. It was the first royal visit since 
independence in 1947, and both the Queen 
and her hosts were keen that it marked a 
new era for the countries as equals. 

Fittingly, her first major engagement 
after flying into Delhi was to lay a 
wreath of 500 white roses at the tomb of 
Mahatma Gandhi, the father of Indian 
independence. 

And she quickly realised that the people 
were on her side. 

Talking to PM Jawaharlal Nehru about 
driving through the city streets packed 
with well-wishers, she said: “I have never 
seen so many, people in my life. I became 
quite worried — I thought they would 
fall off the trees and roofs.” 

The next day, Elizabeth and 
Philip headed to Jaipur, riding 
the final stretch into the 
city aboard elephants. The 
Duke of Edinburgh yelled 
to the Queen: “Fasten your 
seatbelt!” 

Their host for this leg 
was the Maharajah of Jai- 
pur, who had organised a 
tiger hunt, as the showpiece 
for their stay. 

Howls of protest came from 
animal welfare groups back in 
Britain, but Philip told the Press 
he had no qualms.

a tree platform in the jungle when 
the Prince shot his prize, a female 
tiger. 

But by the time the couple got to 
Nepal the next month, where the local 
king had planned an even bigger tiger 
hunt, the Duke had mysteriously devel- 
oped an infection in his trigger finger. 

He kept it bandaged up and apologised 
that he would be unable to shoot. Four 
months later he co-founded the World 
Wildlife Fund. 

The Queen, however, never put a foot 
wrong. 

This trip even showed how politically 
thoughtful she could be in what she chose 
to wear. 

For her first evening in India, she 
donned a gown encrusted with pearls in 
the pattern of an Indian lotus flower. 

And for her first night in Pakistan, on 

the same trip, her ivory and emerald 

green dress perfectly matched the insig- 
nia of the Order of Pakistan which she 
had been given earlier in the day. 
It was a decade when she realised 
how much power for good she could

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wield without saying a word. Perhaps 
most powerfully, this was demonstrated in 
November 1961 on a visit to newly inde- 
pendent Ghana, when she danced with 
President Kwame Nkrumah at a gala ball. 

The moment was seen as having helped 
to soften the anti-British feelings of the 
leader, who had been threatening to leave 
the Commonwealth. It was also hailed as 
a breakthrough in race relations as far 
away as the US. 

And her mere presence in West Ger- 
many in May 1965 — the first visit by a 
British monarch since 1915 — went down 
as a turning point in Britain’s post-war 
relations with the former enemy. 

A dress, again, did its bit to help. 

The Queen had asked her dress 
designer Hardy Amies to create a gown to 
match the swirling pale blue rococo inte- 
rior of the Augustusburg presidential 
palace near Bonn for her to wear at the 

tour’s opening state banquet. 
Front pages the next day 
declared it “a gown that stunned 
2 a nation”. Three years _ later, 
\ photographer Cecil Beaton 
asked her to wear it for a 
series of official portraits. 

The decade also saw trips 
to Australia and New Zea- 
land, far less successful than 
her 1953-4 visit because her 
superstar status had lost its 

shine. 

: She also went to Iran, Italy, 
Vatican City, Sierra Leone, Libe- 
ria, Gambia, Canada — three times 


— Sudan, Belgium, Brazil, Chile 
and Austria. 
And in February 1966, she 


embarked on a five-week tour of 
the Caribbean region aboard the 


Perhaps the most moving stop 
was a two-day stay in British Guiana in 
South America, which was to end British 
rule in less than four months and rename 
itself Guyana. The Queen was the first 
reigning monarch to ever visit the country 
in its 152 years of colonial rule. 

Her decision to visit was seen as a 
“graceful seal” approving the nation’s new 
future, “a grand exit to the old era”. 

And it was marked by what is still 
remembered as one of the country’s most 
magical nights, when capital Georgetown 
was transformed by thousands of lights 
into a “fairy city”. 

Through this wonderland the tiara- 
wearing Queen travelled to a reception in 
her honour, where 2,000 guests danced 
and a 100-member steel band played. 
Stilt-walkers swayed and a seven-year-old 
girl twirled among the dignitaries. 

Another guest later described her in 
words that could sum up the Queen’s view 
of the world: “She gazed and marvelled.”

her every move at the Embassy 
banquet vanished -_ Elizabeth 
Taylor had just arrived and, for once, 
Her Majesty was outranked. 
“The Queen was merely amused,” a staffer 
insisted later. 
Unwittingly, the monarch played Cupid to 
the movie star that evening. 
It was the night Taylor, 
emeralds given to her by soon-to-be-ex 
Richard Burton, first met politician John 
Warner, who was to be her sixth husband. 
It was July 1976 and 
the Queen was on a 
six-day state visit to 
the US to mark the 
200th anniversary of 
its independence. 
The banquet she 
hosted at the British 
Embassy in Washing- 
ton DC came the 
night after a welcome 
party at the White 
House. There, fam- 
ously, President Gerald 
Ford led her on to the 
dance floor as_ the 
band struck up The 
Lady Is A Tramp. 
But overall, the trip 
was a sensation, and 
the Queen and Prince 
Philip brought Man- 
hattan to a stop days 
later when they rode 
through the city in an 
open-top car. 
Crowds also fol- 
lowed when they 
dropped into the 
department store 
Bloomingdale’s, 
where the Duke 
of Edinburgh was 
introduced to a 
“pet rock”. 
Meanwhile, 
the Queen 
was shown 
through the 
furniture 
display, 
exclaiming: 
“What wide 
chairs!” 
It was all 

part of a decade that saw the Queen 
clock up more miles than any other 
of her reign, with 25 state visits and 
54 Commonwealth trips. 

These included a huge tour in 1977 
as part of her Silver Jubilee, during 
which Her Majesty had a narrow 
escape. 

In New Zealand on February 28, just 
as the Queen was about to leave 
Parliament House in Wellington, an

The Queen even asked that snazzy table- 
ware for the bash at the British Embassy 
in the French capital Paris be sent over from 
Buckingham Palace. 

An embassy official recalled: “I remember 
the unpacking and out came this enormous 
golden candelabra. 
There was a _ foot- 
man... and I said to 
him, ‘I bet there isn’t 
another one like that 
anywhere in the 
world. And he said, 
‘There are 50 more 
like that at home’.” 

The 1972 trip was 
designed to salute the 
UK’s entry into the 
Common Market, and 
in a speech the Queen 
hailed “the beginning 
of a new Europe”. 

Other trips included 
a quick stop in Aus- 
tralia in 1973 to open 
the Sydney Opera 
House, and one to 
Japan in May 1975, 
where her dream of 
riding a Bullet Train 
was foiled by a rail 
strike. 

In November 1976, 
she visited Luxem- 
bourg’s royal family — 
and in high spirits 
after dinner one night 
started playing the 
drums. 

Witnesses claimed 
she was “keeping the 
rhythm and _= shaking 
her head”. 

More serious was 

* her first major visit to 

the Middle East in 

February 1979, on a 

mission to warm up 

Anglo-Arab relations 

in the wake of a rise 

in oil prices that had sent inflation soaring. 

The most important country on the itinerary 

was Saudi Arabia, which made it clear it did 
not want any women on the trip. 

It made only one exception, declaring it 
“would welcome the Queen as an honorary 
man”. 

British officials managed to get the ban 
lifted, although Her Majesty did have to tell 
her dress designer Hardy Amies to be care- 
ful when coming up with outfits for the trip. 

In yet another example of her deft diplo- 
matic touch, she wrote: “I’m told ‘no bare 
flesh’ is the main concern!”

Then a lone voice called from the 
media scrum: “And how long have 
you been a terracotta warrior?”

Days earlier she had become the first 
British monarch to set foot in China, in 
what was planned as one of her most 
important diplomatic missions ever. 

It was October 1986, and the state 
visit was meant to be the royal seal on 
the recent agreement by Britain to hand 
control of Hong one over to China in 
1997, a new age for the countries’ 
relations. 

Things began well in Beijing, where 
the Queen charmed Paramount Leader 
Deng Xiaoping over lunch by 
announcing: “I think Mr Deng would be 
rather happier if he was told he was

HEREVER the Queen 
went in the black 
townships of South 
Africa in 1995, banners and 
signs greeted her _ with 
the same heartfelt words: 


“Thank you for coming 
back.” 
Her Majesty had last been in the 


country in 1947, when as a princess she 
had marked her 21st birthday with a 
speech in which she pledged to devote 
her life to the Commonwealth. 

Now she was finally there again to 
welcome South Africa back into her 
beloved community of nations, and to 
give an international seal of approval to 
a country that had begun a new age. 

She declared at a banquet in Durban: 
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allowed to smoke.” Foreign Secretary Sir 
Geoffrey Howe, who was also at the 
meal, recalled: “I’ve never seen a man 
light up more cheerfully. It was a very 
human touch and he appreciated it.” 

Then came the day in Xian, home to 
the vast clay army that was buried with 
an emperor in 210BC. 

It was also where Prince Philip got 
chatting to a group of University of 
Edinburgh students who were on 
exchange in the city, and fatefully asked 
one of them how long he had been 
there. Simon Kirby, then 21, replied he 
had been in China for six weeks. 

The Duke fired back: “If you stay 
here much longer, you will go back 
with slitty eyes.” 

It became Philip’s most infamous 
gaffe, and one of the best-remembered 
moments of any royal tour. 

And it showed just how risky these 


“Faith can move mountains. Faith can 
recreate a nation.” 

And the Queen indeed had faith. She 
had championed sanctions that were 
aimed at bringing down the racist 
regime that had brought in apartheid 
soon after her 1947 visit, even when the 
British government was against them. 
And after South Africa quit the 
Commonwealth in 1961, she never gave 
up hope it would come back. 

Democratic elections had finally been 
held in 1994, sweeping Nelson Mandela 
to power — and one of his first acts as 
president was to rejoin the Common- 
wealth. 

The overjoyed Queen quickly decided 
a state visit was in order, telling the 
Foreign Office: “Mr Mandela is getting 
advice from lots of people but no one’s 
actually giving him any help. He needs 
a show.” 

Now the president was there to greet 


visits always were, when years. of 
painstaking planning could be undone 
with one slip. 

But the Queen never tried to avoid 
them, willingly taking on their great 
weight of diplomatic responsibility again 
and again. 

The decade’s tour schedule had kicked 
off with the first ever state visit by a 
British monarch to the Vatican, in 
October 1980. 

It was a great success and was seen 
as a huge step in_ strengthening 
relations between the Catholic Church 
and the Church of England, of which 
the Queen was supreme governor. 

A couple of days later, the Queen and 
the Duke of Edinburgh popped in to 
see the ruins of Pompeii. There, the 
Prince stood with an  “impassive 
expression” in front of a fresco showing 


a fertility god with a monumental 
manhood. 
The Queen was reported to have 


“made a brisk transit” straight past it. 

Other Eighties visits included the 
obligatory stops of Australia, New 
Zealand, Canada and the Caribbean, as 
well as North Africa, the Netherlands 


the sovereign as she sailed into Cape 
Town aboard the Britannia, past Robben 
Island, where he had been imprisoned 
for so many years. When she stepped 
ashore, he said: “Oh, Your Majesty.” 

Black South Africans had never 
forgotten how she had fought for them, 
and they turned out in force. 

In Soweto, Mandela looked _ on, 
beaming, as thousands cheered, and told 
reporters: “They are here for her, not 
me.” Visibly moved at the end of her 
six-day stay, the Queen called the trip 
“one of the most outstanding ex- 
periences of my life”. 

The Nineties were the most difficult 
decade of her life at home, with the 
monarchy rocked by scandals and her 
own family buffeted by divorce and 
death. 

But on the world stage, these were 
the Queen’s greatest years. 

The trip to South Africa is regarded 


and Portugal. In October 1982 the Queen 
even found time to visit the Pacific 
island of Nauru — the third-smallest 
country in the world after Vatican City 
and Monaco. It had joined the 
Commonwealth in 1968 and the Queen 
had decided that like any other member 
nation, it deserved a visit. 

But perhaps her most enjoyable trip 
of the Eighties was her first visit to the 
West Coast of the US, which she had 
longed to see for decades. 


HE seized the chance 

when President Ronald 

Reagan and his wife

visit them on their ranch in 
California to go horse-riding 
in early 1983. 


Travelling aboard the Britannia, 
Her Majesty first sailed up the coast 


of Mexico, stopping in several port 
towns to do some deft relationship- 
building. 


Latin America had been furious with 


by Buckingham Palace as one of the 
three most important trips of the 
Queen’s reign, along with China in 1986 
and one to Russia that had taken place 
five months before she sailed into Cape 
Town. 

With that state visit to Eastern Europe 
in October 1994, she became the first 


British monarch ever to set foot on 
Russian soil. 
Her four-day trip was seen. by 


Russians as a royal blessing to the new 
nation emerging after the collapse of 
the Soviet Union in 1991. In a speech at 
the Kremlin, the Queen said _ to 
President Boris Yeltsin: “You and I have 
spent most of our lives believing this 
evening could never happen. I hope that 
you are as delighted as I am to be 
proved wrong.” 

Yeltsin in turn called the Queen “the 
personification of state wisdom”.

COMRADES... . with Russian president Boris 
ae Yeltsin at the Bolshoi Theatre, Moscow, in 1994 
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appeared in the tsars’ old royal box at 
the Bolshoi Theatre to watch a ballet, 


she was given a ten-minute standing 
ovation. 
HE had dressed _ for 
the occasion in a 


particularly opulent dia- 
mond and sapphire tiara 
with matching necklace and 


bracelet. 

The British Embassy had advised that 
the Russian ballet-goers would expect 
full bling, so she complied, although 
afterwards she fretted: “I thought the 
jewels were too much.” 

She was firmly told: 
everyone loved it.” 

Tactfully, she left at home the jewels 
that her grandmother Queen Mary had 
snapped up from the Russian royal

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family’s collection after they 
executed by Bolsheviks in 1918. 

This trip marked not just a new era in 
the West’s relationship with Russia, but 
in the Royal Family’s personal feelings 
towards the Russians. 

Tsar Nicholas II, gunned down with his 
entire family, had been the first cousin 
of the Queen’s grandfather George V, and 
Prince Philip was related to the Russian 
royals through both his mother and 
father. To ordinary Russians, this made 
their visit even more special. 

Olga Nikolaeva, in the crowd of well- 
wishers at one stop, said: “It doesn’t just 
mean friendly relations, it shows we're 
actual relatives.” 

Even the Royal Yacht Britannia did its 
bit to forge new bonds. As well as 
throwing a banquet for Boris Yeltsin 
in St Petersburg, it hosted a_ noisy, 
pirate-themed party for children who 
lived in a local orphanage. In the end,

Next day the Queen and Prince Philip 
travelled to the Reagans’ ranch in the 
mountains near Santa Barbara, but her 
long-awaited horse ride had to _ be 
cancelled because of California’s worst 
storms in decades. 

Instead, the royals and the Reagans 
enjoyed a Tex-Mex lunch of tacos, 
enchiladas and refried beans. 

Afterwards, the Queen, always en- 
thusiastic about new experiences, declared: 


“That was so enjoyable, especially the 
used _ beans.” 
That night, Nancy Reagan travelled 


back to the Britannia with the Queen. 
The pair chatted into the night, with 
Her Majesty revealing how much she 
worried about her family while away on 
these work trips. Princess Diana had 


the visit was seen by British officials as 
one of the great post-war diplomatic 
breakthroughs. 

And because of the Soviet Union’s 
collapse, the Nineties were also full of 
royal trips to former Eastern bloc 
countries now embracing new eras: 
Poland, Hungary, the Czech Republic and 
the former East Germany. 

Her Majesty also marked an important 
step in Britain’s relations with the sub- 
continent on a visit to India and 
Pakistan in October 1997, five weeks after 
the death of Princess Diana. 

In India’s northern city of Amritsar, 
she laid a wreath at the place where at 
least 379 people had been killed when 
British soldiers opened fire on a crowd 
in 1919 in one of the worst atrocities of 
British rule. It was seen as an important 
moment of reconciliation. 

But bookending this decade of powerful 
diplomatic missions were more _light- 


given birth to William seven months 
earlier. 

Mrs Reagan said: “We talked at length. 
It was not the Queen and First Lady but 
two mothers talking about their lives, 
mostly our children. 

“She was beginning to be concerned 
about Diana.” 

The horrific weather meant the royals 
then flew on to San Francisco instead of 
sailing, so they arrived with time up 
their sleeves.

The Queen said it was her first meal 
at a restaurant in more than 15 years, 
and set about testing its exotic rum 
punches.

A Secret Service 
man said it was the first time he had 
seen her smile.” 

At the end of the meal, Her Majesty 
received a fortune cookie, whose message 
read: “You have a deep interest in all 
that is artistic.” 

She showed it to Philip, then tucked it 
away in her handbag to keep it safe.

And in South Korea in April 1999 the 
Queen spent her 78rd birthday being 
shown by villagers how to make the 
fermented cabbage dish kimchi. 

Most movingly, the decade also saw the 
Queen say farewell to her most beloved 
travelling companion — the Royal Yacht 
Britannia. 

She had first sailed on the ship on her 
way home from a glorious round-the- 
world tour in 1954. 

But in Portsmouth in December 1997, 
after the Government deemed it too 
expensive to keep running, a_ tearful 
Queen was piped off the vessel for the 
last time. 

From that moment, her visits abroad 
would never be the same again.

Her first post-9/11 trip 
abroad had _ been _ to 
Jamaica in February 2002, 
on her Golden Jubilee tour. 

Again, there had been major 
security fears, meaning she was 
shadowed by dozens of soldiers. 

And there were also concerns that the 
island nation’s growing push to become a 
republic would mean locals shunned her. 

But in fact crowds came out as they 
always had for the sovereign known 
locally as “Missis Queen”, greeting her 
with smiles and flags. 

The only drama turned out to be at the 
welcome banquet in Kingston, where a 
blackout meant she and Prince Philip had 
to dine by the light of a kerosene lamp. 

Republican feelings had also recently 
been on the rise in Australia, and the 
Queen had tactfully stayed away from the 
country for eight years before finally 
returning in March 2000. 

It was soon after a referendum had 
narrowly opted for the country to stay a 
monarchy, but emotions remained so high 
that the Queen arrived at night, without 
crowds, greeted by a party of just four. 

A newspaper noted that Sydney was 
“mild with excitement” over the visit — but 
once again, thousands defied the cynics to 
show up later to see her visit the Opera 
House in the rain. She was still loved. 

The Queen also averted potential embar- 
rassment on a visit to the Vatican in Octo- 
ber 2000, although on a smaller scale. It 
was a rare brush with a fashion faux pas. 

Palace advisers told her a_ near- 
fluorescent pink outfit would be in order 
for her meeting with Pope John Paul II, 
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batting away her concerns that on 
previous visits, Vatican officials had asked 
her to wear black. 

Then on the morning of the visit, one of 
her private secretaries was seen “frantically 
running barefoot” to find the Queen's 
dresser, Angela Kelly. 

He had just realised that Vatican 
officials had in fact requested black. 

Luckily Kelly, a Catholic, had predicted 
what might happen and had packed not 
one but two back-up black dresses. 

Less fraught was a one-night trip with 
Prince Philip to Malta on November 20, 
2007 — their 60th wedding anniversary. 

The royal couple had spent some of the 
happiest times of their lives on the island 
when Philip was stationed there with the 
Navy in the early days of their marriage. 

It was his idea to stop there for their 
anniversary, en route to a Commonwealth 
heads of government meeting in Uganda. 

A Palace spokesman said: “Malta is a 
special place for the Queen and the Duke 
of Edinburgh.” 

The decade also saw the Queen’s first 
visits to Lithuania, Latvia, Estonia, 


Slovenia and Slovakia. 
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But best of all, she finally 
fulfilled her life-long dream of 
attending America’s most 
famous horse race, the 
Kentucky Derby. 

In May 2007 she trav- 
elled to the US to mark 
the 50th anniversary of 

her first state visit there. 

But the Derby visit 
was not on the official 

itinerary and came as a 
surprise to racegoers. One 
said later: “It was so neat. 
People were saying, ‘Oh 
my gosh, look who’s here!’.” 
Two days later she and 
+ Philip were in Washington DC, 

where again, because of security 
fears, crowds were kept well away 
behind cordons. One member of the royal 
party said: “It was sad.” 

Inside the White House, Rear Admiral 
Stephen Rochon was in charge of getting 
the residence ready for the visit and had 
rallied his staff around a motto: “Pristine 
for the Queen”. Even the in-house electri- 
cian was instructed to wear a white tie in 
her honour. 

The Admiral explained to the BBC: “It’s 
not just another head of state. There are 
not many queens left in this world.” 

In his speech, President George W Bush 
stumbled over a line, initially saying the 
Queen had helped to celebrate the US 
bicentennial in 1776, rather than 1976. 

Realising his error he winked broadly at 
the Queen, then turned to the assembled 
dignitaries to say: “She gave me a look 
that only a mother could give a child.” 

A few days later, at the end of her trip, 
Elizabeth gave a rare public show of hum- 
our, gently teasing President Bush for his 
slip-up that added 200 years to her age. 

At a formal dinner at the British 
ambassador’s residence in Washington, the 
Queen opened her speech with a toast to 
the US President. 

Grinning, she began: “I wondered 
whether I should start this toast by saying, 
‘When I was here in 1776...’.” The guests, 
including Mr Bush, erupted in laughter. 

In his own speech, the President replied: 
“Your Majesty, I can’t top that one.” 


ECURITY officials raced to protect the 
Queen as a woman burst from a 
crowd in Toronto and thrust a black 
plastic bag into her hands. 


It turned out to contain a tea towel featuring a picture of 
a church. The visit, in July 2010, was Her Majesty’s 22nd trip 
to Canada, and its people came out in force to offer good 
wishes and gifts on what they feared may be a last farewell. 

At her first stop in Halifax, Nova Scotia, local Ryan 
Brownwell braved the rain for a glimpse, saying: “She is a 
living piece of history. I want to see her before it’s too late.” 

Indeed, it turned out to be the Queen’s last trip to Canada. 
It was a decade marked by these farewells as age reduced 
the globetrotting that had marked her reign. But she was 
determined that every trip she did make had to count. 

In 2011 she set foot in the Republic of Ireland for the first 
time, the first-ever visit by a British monarch. She spoke a 
few words of Irish with a perfect accent, opening her speech 
with “A Uachtaréin agus a chairde [President and friends]’, 
and she laid a wreath at a memorial to those who died 
fighting for Irish independence, even bowing her head. 

At a dinner in Dublin Castle, former headquarters of Brit- 
ish rule in Ireland before independence in 1922, she spoke of 
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the importance of forbearance and conciliation, “of being 
able to bow to the past but not to be bound by it”. 

She told guests from the northern and southern Irish 
communities: “It is a sad and regrettable reality that 
through history our islands have experienced more than 
their fair share of heartache, turbulence and loss... with 
the benefit of historical hindsight we can all see things 
which we wish had been done differently, or not at all.” 

By its end, the four-day state visit was hailed as one of 
the most significant of her reign, and the then Irish 
President Mary McAleese later recalled: “All over Ireland, 
people stirred. Could this really have happened?” 

The following year, visiting Northern Ireland to mark 
her Diamond Jubilee, she wore the Irish nationalist col- 
our of green and shook hands with former IRA com- 
mander Martin McGuinness. In a lifetime of handshakes, 
it was her most significant. 

Her final state visit was in June 2015, to Germany. 


Again, she ensured it was historic, making her first visit 
to a former Nazi death camp. At Bergen-Belsen, she and 
Prince Philip met Holocaust survivors and veterans who 
had helped liberate the site 70 years earlier. Then-PM 
David Cameron accompanied the royal couple on part of 
the trip and later said: “The crowds were off the charts.” 

Her last non-state visit abroad, fittingly, was to Malta, 
in November 2015. It was for her beloved Commonwealth, 
to attend a heads-of-government meeting. 

But she also got to see the places she had loved as a 
young Navy wife when Philip had been stationed on the 
island from 1949. They included the Villa Guardamangia, 
where she had lived. The passing years meant the once- 
grand residence “looks rather sad now”, she noted. 

Her last long-haul trip was for a Commonwealth 
heads-of-government meeting, in Perth, Australia, in 2011. 

The final words of her speech to the gathering had a 
sense of farewell. And they summed up a whole life of 
travels that had changed the world. 

She said: “I conclude with an Aboriginal proverb which 
is itself enduring. ‘We are all visitors to this time, this 
place. We are just passing through. Our purpose here is 
to observe, to learn, to grow, to love — and then we 
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return home’.

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E THOUGHT we’d seen the 
Queen talking to people in 
every possible situation - but 
now here she was, squintin 

at a screen in her specs: “You all jus 

disappeared, all of you.” 


Early technical hitches aside, Her Majesty embraced video 
calls during the coronavirus pandemic that kept her locked 
down at Windsor and unable to see people face to face. 

She popped up all over the world in a way she had not 
done since giving up long-haul travel: Chatting to members 
of Canada’s Armed Forces, giggling with the pilot of 
Jamaica’s bobsled team, and joking with South Australian 
Governor Hieu Van Le about an eerily lifelike statue in the 
garden behind him. She said: “It might be quite alarming 
to suddenly see it out of the window.” 

Her Majesty knew that in a time of crisis, we needed to 
see her. And so, during the first lockdown in April 2020, 
she broadcast a special message about the pandemic, 
promising: “We will meet again.” 

At the time, she was locked down at Windsor with Prince 
Philip in what courtiers dubbed “HMS Bubble” — walking, 
riding, dining together in a private way they had rarely 
done since their early married life in Malta. 

She said his death in April 2021 left a “huge void”, but 
by June she was determined to be among her people again. 

She attended Royal Ascot, and a few days later went to 
Scotland for the annual Royal Week. The Royal Windsor 
Horse Show followed, and she seemed back at a cracking 
pace. But at Westminster Abbey that 
October she was seen using a 
walking stick, and days later 
she used a lift to enter 
Cardiff’s Senedd rather 
than the front stairs. 

The same month she 
cancelled her trip to 
the climate summit in 
Glasgow, though again, 
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a powerful video 
message made sure 
the world saw _ her 


when we needed to. 

But as she became 
more infirm, we saw 
less of the Queen in 
public. Through the 
long, hot spring this year 
she rarely ventured from 
Windsor Castle and Buck- 
ingham Palace. 

But she was determined not to 
be stuck indoors, taking her 
corgis for walks in Windsor’s 
grounds in the £62,000 _ golf 
buggy — with fridge and info- 
tainment screen — that she 
bought in March. A source told The Sun: “She’s battled 
stiffness in her legs recently so the cart is perfect.” 

In late May, she also used a golf buggy to tour the 
Chelsea Flower Show, driven by a chauffeur in a peaked 
cap. The vehicle was swiftly dubbed the “Maj Mobile”. 

During that visit, the Queen stopped at a memorial to 
The Sun’s much-loved gardening editor Peter Seabrook, 
who died aged 86 in January. 

At the next month’s four-day Jubilee extravaganza, she 
was there to take the salute at the Trooping the Colour 
ceremony, which kicked off events marking her 70th year 
on the throne — although from the balcony of Buckingham 
Palace rather than at the parade grounds. 

She also met Prince Harry’s children Archie and Lilibet 
for the first time, but it all took a toll. In the next few 
days she missed the thanksgiving service at St Paul’s and 
the Epsom Derby, though on the final day of the Jubilee 
holiday she appeared on the Buckingham Palace balcony. 

On July 21, the Queen again seemed well as she boarded 
a flight for her annual getaway to her beloved Balmoral. 
There, on September 6, she invited Liz Truss — her 15th 
Prime Minister — to form a government. But her life was 
already fading, and just two days later, she died. 

For her last public appearance she had stood with the 
aid of a stick, back bent, clearly frail. | 

Only one thing had not changed — that dazzling smile. 

One diplomat recalled meeting her: “Her eyes lit up and 
you got a few seconds when she was completely in the 
moment, and her eyes sparkled and fizzed.”
